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Planning Forum Is The Next Step 
For Citizens To Help Form Plan

The Prince George’s Planning 
Board will host a public forum 
on Thursday, May 28 to invite 
citizen comment on ideas for fu- 
ture development of the land 
area around the Greenbelt sta- 
tion of the Metro Green Line 
and the adjoining A. H. Smith 
property. 

The meeting, concerning “A 
Sector Plan (Master Plan 
Amendment) and a Concurrent 
Sectional Map Amendment for 
the Greenbelt Metro Area,” will 
take place in the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission’s (M-NCPPC) De- 
partment of Parks and Recre- 
ation Building, 6600 Kenilworth 
Ave., Riverdale, from 7 to 9 
p.m. The building is a short 
distance south of _ the 
Kenilworth-Paint Branch Park- 
way intersection. 

The forum will offer resi- 
dents from Berwyn Heights, 
College Park and Greenbelt (the 
municipalities adjacent to the 
site in question) an opportunity 
to comment on recommenda- 
tions made in the January 1998 
Greenbelt Metro Area Study 
(GMAS) report. They will also 
be able to view exhibits, includ- 
ing maps of existing zoning, 
land uses, and environmental 
features. 


The meeting will include pre- 
sentations on the goals, concepts 
and guidelines governing the 
January 1998 study. A staff pre- 
sentation, brief remarks by public 
officials, and an overview of a 
program allowing for further pub- 
lic participation will be included 
in the evening’s agenda. 

History of the Study

1997 by a study focus group, 
including representatives of 
community organizations, prop- 
erty owners, and the municipali- 
ties of Berwyn Heights, College 
Park, and Greenbelt.

Recreation Coordinator Funding 
Sought for Community Center

“Recreation should not be 
looked at as a frill,” as the ben- 
efits are numerous to the health 
of individuals and the economy, 
said the Director of the Recre- 
ation Department Hank Irving. 
An upbeat picture of a thriving 
department was presented by Irv- 
ing and other recreation staff 
members at the review of the Fis- 
cal Year 1999 (FY99) recreation 
department budget on Thursday, 
May 14. The biggest challenge is 
the department’s continued 
growth and the. biggest need is 
for a recreation coordinator at the 
department’s biggest facility, the 
Community Center, Irving said. 
The picture presented was of a 
department tuned to the fiscal re- 
alities and making efforts to be 
self-supporting where possible. 
The two biggest facilities earn 
enough revenues to offset the 
costs at a much larger percentage 
than was ever predicted when 
they were opened. The Aquatic 
and Fitness Center brings in 
enough revenue to offset 92% of 
its operating costs and, at the 
Community Center, 68%. It has 
been conservatively estimated that 
volunteers provide over $2 mil- 
lion in services, said Irving. And 
$1.3 million are generated in us- 
ers fees to offset city expendi- 
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tures, he continued. In FY99 the 


proposed budget for recreation 

and parks is $3,232,100 which is 

up from $3,181,600 last year. 
Community Center 

The usage of the Community 
Center has been strong and is 
growing, said Community Center 
Supervisor Joseph McNeal. We 
have “more use than we know 
what to deal with,” he continued. 
The proposed budget for FY99 is 
$552,400, virtually the same as 
last year. 

The heavy usage means urgent 
needs to keep up with the work 
load. McNeal said he could use 
both a maintenance person and a 
recreation coordinator. And if 
you had to choose? queried 
Mayor Judith Davis. The coordi- 
nator would be his choice, he an- 
swered, so as to provide seven 
day a week coverage. By way of 
illustration he cited the example 
of Harmony Hall which is of 
similar size and is run by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. It has 
five full time staffers (excluding 
office support staff) as compared 
to the Community Center’s one 
recreation coordinator. “The work 
load for us is tremendous...” said 
McNeal, “I’m putting out fires all 
day.” 

Other needs unmet in the bud- 


get as it currently stands are for 
curtains for the gym stage, a 
photo copier, and new printer. 
The latter two are desperately 
needed, said McNeal, for not 
only does the recreation staff use 
them, but as a courtesy so do city 
advisory boards and other groups 
like Greenbelt Intergenerational 
Volunteer Exchange Service 
(GIVES). 
In the budget are funds for 
more security Cameras and to re-

In response to citizen re- 
quests and concerns, the City of 
Greenbelt has proclaimed the 
month of June as Pedestrian 
Safety Month. “Greenbelt Cel- 
ebrates Pedestrian Safety — 
Walk Smart/Drive Smart” ban- 
ners will hang at different lo- 
cations throughout the month. 
The banners are intended to 
make both pedestrians and 
drivers more aware of their re- 
sponsibilities to assure pedes- 
trian safety. They have been 
funded by the State Highway 
Administration. 

In addition to the banners, the 
city will hold several pedestrian 
safety activities on Saturday, 
June 6 as part of its Greenbelt 
Day Weekend celebration. With 
the assistance of the Greenbelt 
Walking Club, the city will hold 
a “Fun Walk” that will incorpo- 
rate many of the city’s under- 
passes and overpasses to encour- 
age their use.

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Now It’s Our Turn! 


Now it’s our turn — the turn for every resident of Greenbelt, 
and nearby communites, and representative of every civic group 
and organization within these environs. We now have an oppor- 
tunity to voice our concerns about the future of almost the last 
- remaining piece of undeveloped land in our neighborhood —the 
Greenbelt Metro Station area and adjacent A.H. Smith property 
west of the Beltway Plaza. 

During the past 13 months, two processes have been occurring 
to deal with development of this land. One is a planning proce- 
dure involving professional land-use experts and representatives of 
citizen organizations, local businesses and municipalities — the 
Greenbelt station area focus study group. The other has been a 
semi-secret series of meetings involving county and state politi- 
cians and representatives of the owners of the properties to accel- 
erate, and perhaps find a way to circumvent, the usual rezoning 
process (CB-35). Because of the hard work of the Greenbelt City 
Council and staff — the zoning committee of the Prince George's 
County Council, in a fast-track legislative thrust, was persuaded 
to amend the original rezoning proposal. However, the direction of 
future legislation may depend on the strength and quality of citi- 
zen responses to both these initiatives. 

A good turn-out of citizens for the May 28 public forum on the 
WMATA/Smith property is vital. Changes affecting the quality of 
life of every citizen of Greenbelt is in the offing, depending upon 
decisions soon to be made. For example, traffic along Greenbelt 
Rd., Kenilworth Ave., Cherrywood Lane, and the nearby Beltway 
— already congested — could become intolerable. The delicate 
watershed of nearby streams and the Anacostia River could dete- 
riorate further. Whether an upscale department store, highrise of- 
fice buildings, a motel, or residences will occupy the site, and 
whether greenspace will be part of the mix, can have conse- 
quences regarding noise and pollution. 

This is why the types of development proposed for the subject 
sites and proposed access to the property itself must be carefully 
contemplated. Careless development for quick financial return 
could result in an environmental disaster for those who live 
nearby. Thus, the May 28 meeting may offer the best chance to 
learn about these important issues, to speak about them, and to 
affect outcomes. It is said that those who do not vote in elections 
get the kind of government they deserve. It can also be stated 
that those who do not voice their concerns when the opportunity 
comes, get the kind of urban environment they deserve! Here is 
our opportunity. We urge your attendance at the meeting.

locate existing ones. McNeal 
shared the good news that 
funding has been obtained for 
work on the windows. 


Aquatic and Fitness Center 

It is estimated that revenues 
from admissions and classes 
will be $679,000 in FY99 and 
that would offset 92% of the 
estimated expenses of 
$734,300. Assistant Director 
Harry James explained the 
department’s philosophy is to 
have a user supported facility 
and, in comparison, pools over- 
all are 55% self-supporting. 

Shutting down the facility 
completely for a week right af- 
ter Labor Day is proposed. 
“The small things need to be 
fixed up, but you can’t get to 
them except after hours,” ex- 
plained Aquatic and Fitness 
Center Supervisor George 
Rogala. In comparison he said, 
Fairland pool closes down for 
two to three weeks a year. 

Other maintenance projects 
are: replace the men’s lockers 
with stainless steel lockers, re- 
place carpet in the hallway and 
lobby with non-skid tile 
($12,000), and more lights for 
the perimeter ($10,000). The 
latter two items are not in the 
budget and would have to be 
added by council. 

Use of the pool this fiscal 
year is expected to be almost the 
same as last year with 45,000 
residents, 40,000 nonresidents, 
10,000 senior residents and 
10,000 senior nonresidents. Non- 
residents are charged more than 
Greenbelt citizens and council 
members made it clear they 
want it that way.

Schrom Hills Park 

Schrom Hills Park has be- 
come more popular than the 
Lake Park for picnicking, said 
Irving, because of the restrooms 
and the ease of parking. All the 
Saturdays are booked up for the 
next 14 weeks, added James. 
Last fiscal year 91 permits were 
taken for use of the park and in 
FY99 it is estimated 100 permits 
will be taken out. The expense 
at Schrom Hills Park is the up- 
keep of the two buildings, for 
which $10,100 is allocated in 
FY99. 

The two ball fields there are 
well used. Building the two 
fields has not added to the over- 
all number of ball fields in the 
city, said Irving, since the city 
has lost the use of one at 
Greenbelt Elementary School and 
at Springhill Lake. 


Recreation Centers 

The Youth Center and the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter are the department's two 
other large buildings. It is esti- 
mated that 68,900 people will 
participate in activities in FY99 
at the Youth Center and 58,000 


at the Springhill Lake Recreation ~ 


Center; for FY99 $192,800 is 
proposed for the former and 
$169,300 for the latter. A com- 
puter lab will be created in the 
Youth Center using surplus 
equipment. At Springhill Lake 
the focus is to include area resi- 
dents in everything that goes on 
in the city. A big problem for 
the recreation department is get- 
ting out the word about the pro- 
grams the department offers.

as the disabled and elderly and 
$87,800 is proposed in the 
FY99 budget for these pro- 
grams. Children who had at- 
tended Camp Horizon and 
Camp Sunshine will now attend 
other summer camps with assis- 
tance from inclusion counselors. 

The department offers a large 
number of classes, recreational 


and cultural activities that are 


self-supporting. The programs 
are offered only if there are 
enough participants to pay the 
cost of the instructors. For the 
upcoming fiscal year it is esti- 
mated that the expenses of 
$213,300 will be more than cov- 
ered by revenues of an estimated 
$265,000. This is in line with 
actual costs and revenues of pre- 
vious fiscal years. 

Other programs in which the 
department participates include 
holiday events, permits for use of 
parks, ball leagues, and monies 
contributed to local recreational 
and arts groups. The amount 
budgeted for FY99, $138,700, is 
in line with previous years. The 
biggest portion of this is $54,900 
to groups. The biggest beneficia- 
ries are Boys and Girls Club 






($13,000) and Greenbelt Arts 
Center ($15,800). Chris White, 
representing the Greenbelt Dog 
Park Association, was present at 
the budget worksession to ask for 
assistance. 

Administration of the recre- 
ation programs and other operat- 
ing expenses are proposed to be 
$395,400 in FY99. Computer 
problems have beset the depart- 
ment.

combined with that of the team 
of planners, had contributed 
greatly to the GMAS report. 

Scott pointed out that a ma- 
jor transportation hub — the 
Greenbelt Metrorail and MARC 
stations—is located within the 
Sector Plan’s boundaries. “We 
have to make sure the public 
investment results in maximiz- 
ing ridership,” she said. “But 
at the same time we don’t want 
the development to compromise 
our standards and quality of 
life.” 

The Sector Plan covers a 
small concentrated area of a 
Master Plan; in this case, the 
area generally bounded by 
Sunnyside Avenue and 
Edmonston Road on the north, 
Edmonston and Kenilworth Av- 
enue on the east, Greenbelt 
Road on the south (including 
all commercially zoned property 
on the south side of Greenbelt 
Road from the CSX Railroad 
tracks to Kenilworth Avenue) 
and Rhode Island Avenue on 
the west. Some portions in- 
cluded in the plan and recom- 
mendations concerning them ex- 
tend beyond these geographic 
boundaries to consider area- 
wide issues, such as floodplain, 
wetlands, transportation and 
trails. 

When work on the Sector 
Plan is complete, it will have 
carved out a detailed proposal 
covering future land use, trans- 
portation issues, environmental 
protection and bicycle path sys- 
tems, “in recognition,” as the 
report states, “of the unique po- 
tential of the Greenbelt Metro 
Area.” Recommendations for

The brochure also describes 
a public participation program, 
of which the May 28 forum is 
a part, that is required during 
the sector plan process. Fol- 
lowing the public meeting, a 
sector planning group will be 
formed, to be composed prima- 
rily of the 13-member study fo- 
cus group and the M-NCPPC 
planning team that produced 
the metro area study, but with 
five to six new citizen volun- 
teers added. 

At the same time, the M- 
NCPPC staff team will summa- 
rize public comments and final- 
ize the Sector Plan’s Goals, 
Concepts and Guidelines and 
Public Participation Program. 
These reports will be submitted 
to the Planning Board in June 
and the District Council in 
July. Then, in August and Sep- 
tember, the public planning 
group and staff will hold four 
charettes. (A charette is a free- 
wheeling, brainstorming inter- 
change among planners, profes- 
sionals and citizens.) The first 
three will cover land use and 
zoning concepts, evaluate de- 
velopment concept plans and 
select a preferred concept plan. 
Elements of transportation, en- 
vironment and public facilities 
will be reviewed. 

The fourth charette, in Octo- 
ber, will deal with the presenta- 
tion and review of the first 
draft of the Preliminary Sector 
Plan/SMA proposal. 

To Greenbelters, who con- 
tributed their ideas and enthusi- 
asm to an earlier city-wide 
charette over how to redevelop 
the then-deteriorated Roosevelt 


of the charette process will be 
familiar, a way for the voices 
of individual citizens to be 
heard. 

Throughout this period, the 
larger community which en- 
compasses the core area will be 
kept informed by means of a 
newsletter revealing key issues 
and decisions as they develop, 
especially following each 
charette. The newsletter will 
include times and places of 
meetings, forums, and other op- 
portunities for community in- 
volvement. (As always, the 
News Review will provide 
timely updates on all issues as 
they emerge.) 

After the staff publishes - 
distributes the preliminary plan, 
a joint public hearing will be 
held by the Planning Board and 
District Council in March 1999. 
Worksessions will be held in 
April and May. Then, in June 
1999, the District Council will 
either approve the Sector Plan 
and adopt the SMA or set a 
second hearing. If the latter 


occurs, final action by the Dis- 
trict Council will take place in 
September 1999.

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CB-35 Enacted With Amendments

The Prince George's 
County Council on Tuesday, 
May 19, voted eight to one to 
approve Council Bill 35, a 
Zoning Text Amendment. The 
legislation establishes a new 
land use category, Metro 
Planned Community, in the I- 
2 heavy industrial zone, that 
would permit the building of 
a mixed-use development at 
and adjacent to a metro sta- 
tion. Walter Maloney voted 
against the bill. 

In accepting all the 
changes the Greenbelt City 
Council requested, the county 
council gained the support of 
the city council for the bill. 

However, in the city’s 


statement to the county coun- 
cil, Mayor Judith Davis said, 
“ .. we continue to be critical 
of any zoning bill which is 
intended to streamline the de- 
velopment process without 
providing for proper planning 
and full public participation.” 

County Councilmember 
Audrey Scott told the News 
Review, “It is a major victory 
for the citizens of Greenbelt 
because it (CB-35) now in- 
cludes all the changes that 
Greenbelt proposed, with spe- 
cial emphasis on the environ- 
ment.” 

About 29 speakers spoke 
during the two hour public 
hearing which preceded the 
County Council’s action.

vent leaks and if in putting up 
an antenna, a porch on which a 
dish is mounted needs any re- 
pairs, the member will be re- 
sponsible. 

According to Director of 
Technical Services Jay Freed- 
man, for “bolt-on” antennas, 
only city and county electrical 
permits are required. For dish 
antennas, both city and county 
building and electrical permits 
are still required. Freedman 
also said that a homeowner 
may take a test on electrical 
knowledge. If homeowners 
pass such a test, they may ob- 
tain the necessary electrical 
permits directly and do the 
work themselves. It is the 
member’s responsibility to en- 
suré that the installation meets 
code requirements. After the 
installation, GHI will inspect 
the installation to ensure code 
compliance. 

Revenue 

GHI ended 1997 with excess 
revenue of $595,000. The 
board allocated this money for 
contingency reserves ($12,400 
for frame homes, $7,200 for 
masonry homes, and $400 for 
larger homes) and for replace- 
ment reserves ($356,263 for 
frame homes, $206,863 for ma- 
sonry homes, and $11,492 for 
larger homes). The motion 
passed . 

Escrow Balance 
Final tax bills for 1995 and 


‘1996 have been paid, together 


with accountants’ fees, leaving 
a balance of $86,708.01. GHI 
lawyers and accountants have 
recommended putting this 
money into the replacement re- 
serves. After talk of returning 
some of this money to mem- 
bers, the board consensus was 
that members would be best 
served by putting this money in 
replacement reserves, which 
they then voted to do. 
Projects 

Eldon Ralph, GHI physical 
plant manager, proposed that 
GHI approve $38,000 from re- 
placement reserves for four 
projects: replacement of meter 
pads at four sites, $8000; 
drainage/swale improvement at 
14 Hillside common area, 
$10,000; drainage/swale engi- 
neering assessment at 20 E-H 
Ridge, 34 A-F Ridge, 47 A-F 
Ridge, 54 G-M Ridge, 7-H 
Southway, and 8 A-F 
Southway, $12,000; and instal- 
lation of washer drains at six 
upstairs apartments, $8,000. 
The Board approved the re- 
quest. 


GHI Sets New Antenna 
Policy, Discusses Finance 


Concrete Work 

The board unanimously ap- 
proved a contract with NZI 
Construction to replace con- 
crete steps, porches, and side- 
walks at 25 locations in GHI at 
a cost not to exceed $30,000. 
The motion passed unani- 
mously. 

Roofs 

The board approved second 
reading and final passage of a 
contract with Capital Roofing 
to replace flat roofs on 24 
homes at a cost not to exceed 
$140,000. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

Member Requests 

Roger Stringer of 10 Court 
of Southway requested and re- 
ceived permission to build a 
privacy screen. 

Joan and Donald Miller of 
31 Court of Ridge Road re- 
quested the painting of some 
curbs yellow to eliminate a 
traffic hazard. Although the 
GHI board does not have the 
authority to paint curbs, after 
other issues were raised about 
traffic on Ridge, the board 
promised to investigate and 
check with the city. 

Handbook 

GHI personnel policies have 
not been revised since 1994. 
Avis King, special assistant to 
the GHI general manager, pre- 
sented a revised employee 
handbook which had taken over 
a year to produce. The board 
approved the new handbook, 
effective immediately. 

Efficiency 

GHI management raised 
some issues about use of staff 
time and the efficiency of the 
GHI organization as a whole. 
They proposed that a clear un- 
derstanding of the roles played 
by different parts of the organi- 
zation would increase effi- 
ciency. 

Management requested clear 
directives from the board, and 
suggested that the board 
streamline meetings. 

The nature of work in some 
GHI departments varies with 
the season. Management re- 
quested the board’s help in 
dealing with this problem so as 
not to overload anyone nor any 
department. 

Goals | 

The board identified some 
areas that require board atten- 
tion and action. These include 
investment policy, ongoing 
study of replacement reserve 
needs, the GHI computer sys- 
tem, staff time, curb appeal, 
siding cleaning, physical plant 
upgrades, heating options, mar- 
keting, and committee reorgani- 
zation.

made from the floor when a 
complete slate was not given by 
the N & E Committee. 

Connie Arnold questioned 
why it was taking GHI so long 
to make investments. GHI presi- 
dent Keith Jahoda replied that the 
board has established investment 
policies and that it only remains 
for the board to appoint an in- 
vestment oversight committee of 
five, three of whom will be 
board members. Jahoda stressed 
the need to preserve GHI pur- 
chasing power and capital. 
Board member John Taylor (who 
is also on the Finance Commit- 
tee) added that GHI’s first con- 
cern is safety. The board is com- 
mitted to financial integrity. 
Since the board must have access 
to funds, they cannot always in- 
vest.for high yield long term 
growth. For increased safety, 
much of GHI investments will be 
in government backed securities, 
and mutual funds which spread 
the risk over a number of stocks. 

Bylaw Change Approved 

A bylaw amendment was pre- 
sented that would require a mem- 
ber of the N & E Committee to 
resign three months before the 
next annual meeting in order to 
run for the Audit Committee or 
the board. 

Sylvia Lewis, Nancy Gannon, 
and Shinderman spoke against 
the motion. Andy Levin, Walter 
Morse, Amberg, and Braun spoke 
for the motion. The motion 
passed 96 to 17. 

Jahoda recognized Jack 
Downs for his work on the Ad 


Hoc Committee on Historic Dis- 
trict Status. 

Sue Krofchik recognized all 
the members of the GHI newslet- 
ter staff for their hard work. 

Amberg requested that the 
board not make so many rules.
